able natural  benefit  to  both  basins.  V'ictoria 
City  said  so  three  years  ago.  when  inviting 
the  Dominion  to  consider  this  as  part  of  a 
nine-point  harbor  development  plan.  Fed- 
eral engineers  recommended  favorably  on 
the  canal,  but  Ottawa  did  not  act. 

The  Provincial  survey  at  least  puls  Hie 
engineering  facLs  of  the  case  straight  A 
1.500-foot  canal  from  Thetis  Cove,  two  short 
bridges  for  railway  and  highway  nearby, 
two  smalt  cross-section  dams  with  locks 
and  gates,  a little  dredging  and  the  thing 
would  be  done.  Tides  would  then  sweep  the 
polluted  waters  of  the  Gorge  to  sea.  smaR, 
boats  could  pass  between  the  harbors,  and  a 
scenic  attraction  of  great  natural  beauty 
would  be  oi>encd  up  to  recreational  develop- 
ment 


water  liarbors,  Is  the  logical  authority  to  set 
such  a plan  In  motion  in  so  far  as  canals, 
locks  and  dredging  arc  concerned.  The 
Provincial  Government  might  reasonably

PROVINCIAL  Health  Minister  Turnbull  of  the  special  fund 
has  made  it  clear  that  legislative  pressure  has 


authority  is  to  be  sought  for  a sub- 
stantial increase  in  ho*^)itai  insurance 
premiums,  to  meet  the  costs  of  upkeep  that 
have  ri.sen  by  more  than  $H.000,000  a year 
since  1948.  With  costs  of  everything  going 
up.  there  has  been  public  protest  over  the 
prospect  of  another  boo.st  m hospital  con- 
tributions; yet  on  the  statistics  quoted  by 
the  minister  a change  seems  inescapable. 

The  difficulties  now  encountered  by  the 
wheme  are  due  mainly  to  economic  factors 
over  which  the  Province  has  no  control.  In 
11.9  conception  there  wa.s  envisaged  a system 
of  hospital  financing  whicli  would  spread 
the  burden  equally  over  the  income-earning 
population.  Premiums,  plus  Provincial  and 
munici{>al  aid  to  cover  such  factors  as  In- 
digency, were  to  meet  operating  co.sts,  with 
the  Provinee  using  a relatively  small  stabi 
lizatlon  fund  to  lake  care  of  any  slack. 

Now.  however,  the  financial  needs  of  the 
hospitals  exceed  by  many  millions  of  dollars 
the  income  from  premium.s  and  the  total 


of  the  special  fund  As  a result  more  and 
more  pressure  has  been  exerted  on  the 
Provincial  treasury,  to  the  point  where  Mr. 
Turnbull  says  that  for  every  $33  premium 
the  Province  now  has  to  put  up  $13.  This 
has  turned  a contributory  plan  into  a Oov- 
ernment-sub-slduted  one.  which  is  entirely 
foreign  to  the  original  Intention  and  bad 
in  principle.  To  correct  this,  the  Govern- 
ment wants  more  money  from  Individual 
contributors. 

Any  workable  alternative  to  an  increase  In 
premiums  is  worth  considering,  and  the 
British  Columbia  Financial  and  Industrial 
Times  presents  one  tliat  has  possibilities. 
It  suggests  a new  policy  embodying  the 
principle  of  the  "deductible"  clause  in 
automobile  insurance,  whereby  the  patient 
would  be  charged  a small«pro()ortion  of  the 
daily  hospital  rate.  The  magazine  believes 
that  bcsidc.s  avoiding  a premium  increase, 
such  a plan  would  discourage  frivolous  hos- 
pitalization and  unnecessarily  long  occu- 
pancy, factors  presenting  another  aspect  of 
the  hospital  problem.  The  plan  is  a simple 
one.  and  certainly  merits  study

week.  The  only  surprise  is  that  a galheiiug 
nine  limes  their  number  and  predomin- 
antly veteran  in  complexion  should  not 
have  been  able  to  handle  them  effectively. 
A resolution  does  not  have  to  be  unanimou.s, 
and  the  overwhelming  desire  of  the  meet- 
ing to  endorse  the  Legion's  preparedness 
campaign  should  have  been  recorded  by  the 
chairman. 

These  local  dissidents,  however,  were 
forced  to  stand  up  and  be  counted,  so  that 
those  others  present  at  least  know  for  what 
they  stand.  One  claimed  them  to  be  mem- 
bers of  the  National  Federation  of  Labor 
Youth,  which  is  a Communist-front  organ- 
ization and  tarred  with  the  same  stick  as 
the  Victoria  Peace  Council.

Even  while  I 
noted  with  appreciation  the  swelling 
orchestral  chorus,  the  eloquent  oui- 
flung  hand  of  Mr.  Gruber  diffused  so 
that  1 .saw  again  the  imperious  flneers 
that  years  ago  In  a foreign  conrtrt 
hall  first  linked  me  to  conductor.^  Mr. 
Gruber  hlm.self  would  say  that  a con- 
ductor is  on  Uie  pudium  to  conduc’.. 
not  to  divert  attention,  but  how  is 
it  (>osslbI«  to  pass  him  by? 

Of  not  wondc.'-  Idly  In  momentsu’y 
admiration,  as  I did  last  Monday,  how 
so  slight  a figure  could  sustain  such 
dynamic  dclling  of  the  arms.

I should  think  of  a motion 
picture,  and  Vienna  woods,  and  a 
lady  by  name  of  Melissa  Korjus. 
(What  else.  Indeed,  since  the  refuses 
to  let  North  America  forget  her  hey- 
day. having  forgotten  It  herself).  Or 
that  the  Sioux  should  spring  inconse- 
quentially to  mind  because  while  lis- 
tening to  a radio  broadcast  of  her 
arrival  last  Sunday  an  announcer 
filled  a blank  moment  with  a Strauss 
w-alt2.

Essential  Unity  Not  Impaired

IONUON.  The  United  Nations  is 
•^passing  through  the  second  dil- 
fieult  phase  of  Us  evolution.  The  first 
was  when  It  became  clear  that  there 
was  so  sharp  a cleavage  belwern  the 
Soviet  bloc  and  the  rest  of  the  world 
that  effective  co-operstlon  was  no 
longer  po.vible. 

The  new  crisis  -Die  word  hat  been 
freely  used-has  quite  different 
roots.  There  has  been  a cleavage 
Inside  the  free  nations  them.velves, 
different  in  kind  from  that  between 
the  free  nations  and  the  Soviet  bloc 
This  difference  of  opinion  is  a fact 
which  cannot  be  minimized.  On  the 
other  hand,  it  should  not  be  mag- 
nified or  exaggerated.  There  is 
something  which  must  inevitably 
happen  In  any  free  assembly.  There 
can  be  unison  and  harmony.  There 
cannot  always  be  complete  unanlmMy. 
Unanimity  can  only  result  from  dicta- 
torship. 

* * * 

Now  it  Is  always  possible  that  ques- 
tions of  principle  may  arbe  on  which 
both  aides  feci  that  compromise  is 
impossible  and  that  unity,  howevi-r 
desirable  In  itself,  must  be  sacrlflced. 
But  there  has  certainly  been  no  such 
issue  in  the  present  situation.  In 
essence,  the  disputes  have  been  not 
over  ends  but  mean.s. 

It  is  accepted  that  the  Peiping  Gov- 
ernment has  In  fact  acted  aggressively 
In  Korea.  It  Is  accepted  that  the 
•United  Nations'  purpose  In  Korea  Is  to 
restore  peace  and  to  secure  unity  and 
Independence  of  the  country  under  a 
freely-chosen  regime.  It  Is  accepted 
that  every  efTorl  should  be  made  to 
ensure  that  the  attempt  to  achieve 
this  purpose  shall  not  result  In  a gen- 
eral conflagration. 

What,  in  such  circumslances,  is  the 
wiser  policy?  There  are  two  extreme 
posslbliitles.  It  can  be  urged,  on  the 
one  hand,  that  the  dangers  of  a 
world-wide  war  are  so  great  that  the 
only  course  la  to  turn  a blind  eye  to 
"aggression"  and  negotiate  a "peace- 
ful aelllement"  on  the  best  terms  that 
can  be  obtained,  to  make  considerable 
concessions  to  obtain  peace.  To  ob- 
tain peace,  partly  for  Its  own  sake. 


and  partly  because  the  pinning  down 
of  United  Nations  forces  In  Korea  is  a 
aoakcnlng  of  Unllrd  Nations  strength 
In  other  parts  of  the  world. 

On  the  other  side,  it  can  be  urged 
that  such  a policy  of  " appeasement" 
has.  In  the  post,  been  tried  and  lound 
wanting  again  and  again.  That  to 
purchase  a settlement  by  concei.slont 
would  be  to  "reward  the  aggres!K>r  for 
aggression",  and  so  to  make  It  only 
too  probable  that  the  aggrraslun  would 
be  repeated-  And  that,  in  fact,  the 
choice  has  to  be  between  comple;e 
surrender  and  a clear  determination 
to  lake  whatever  action  may  be 
needed  to  compel  tht  aggressor  to 
cease  from  aggression. 

Those  are  the  Iwo  extremes.  And 
It  looked  (or  a while  as  if  each  posi- 
tion would  be  adopted  so  rigidly  that 
the  utiUy  of  the  free  naUons  might  be 
shattered.  But  cool  reflection  sug- 
gested that  the  conflict  was  not  so 
sharp  as  It  seemed  at  first  ilgiit  No- 
body wa.s  anxious  to  move  towards 
further  measures  without  first  weigh- 
ing their  possible  consequences  very 
carefully,  or  without  first  making  sure 
that  there  wa.i  no  possibility  of  secur- 
ing the  UN.s  objectives  by  negotia- 
tion. Nor  was  anybody  prepared  to 
argue  that  peace  must  be  bought  at 
any  price. 

The  Issue  has  been  one  not  of  prin- 
ciple. but  of  the  practical  wisdom  or 
unwisdom,  efficacy  or  inefflcacy,  of  the 
different  actions.  Tlie  course  finally 
chosen  - the  United  Stales  resolution 
plus  the  Lebanese  amendment— is  a 
middle  one  It  leaves  the  door  open 
for  negotiation  if  Peiping  has  anv 
genuine  desire  to  cease  hostilities. 
For  It  is  hard  to  believe  that.  If  that 
desire  w*ere  genuine,  the  (act  that 
China  has  been  "branded"  as  an 
aggressor  would  be  allowed  to  stand 
In  the  way.  The  Chinese,  who  for 
months  have  been  "branding"  the 
United  Nations  as  aggressors  and 
abettors  of  aggression,  do  not  attach 
real  Importance  to  such  terminological 
conflicts.  They  are  realists.

American  displeasure  over  the 
efforls  of  India  to  mediate  In 
Korea  should  not  cause  the  United 
Stales  to  withhold  any  aid  It  can 
properly  give  to  relieve  famine  con- 
ditions among  the  fellow  countrymen 
of  Prime  Minister  Nehru. 

The  Senate  Foreign  Relations  Com- 
mittee sidetracked  temporarily  a re- 
quest from  the  Indian  Government 
for  2.M0.000  tons  of  grain  after  .Mr. 
Nehru  had  criticised  eflorts  of  the 
United  Stales  to  get  Communist  China 
branded  as  an  aggressor.  The  com- 
mittee's reaction  la  a natural  one.  but 
if  il  causes  other  nations  to  feel  that 
the  United  States  cannot  brook  differ- 
enre  in  judgment  and  is  prepared  to 


us^  hunger  as  a weapon  to  comp^ 
conformity,  then  the  result  in  world 
opinion  could  be  very  unfortunate. 

There  is  no  reason  . . to  believe 

or  suspect  that  the  poslUon  so  earn-. 
esUy  taken  by  Mr.  Nehru  and  Indld's 
diplomatic  representatives  in  the  en- 
deavor to  negotiate  between  East  and 
West  in  the  United  Nations  arises 
from  anytning  but  the  most  sincere 
moUvei  for  th*  welfare  of  Asia  and 
the  world. 

The  United  BtatA.  therefore,  should 
be  above  penallxing  thousands  of  1)1- 
nourlshed  people  In  Madras.  Bihar. 
Assam,  and  the  Punjab  for  an  honest 
difference  of  opinion  with  Iheir  na- 
Ugokl  leader  over  a matter  of  method 
in  dealing  with  Chinese  Communism.

Never  buy  a carving  kntte 
without  asking  the  dealer  to  hand 
you  the  steel,  and  then  give  the  blade 
a tew  whisks.  If  it  gives  ofl  a dull, 
dead  sound,  such  as  you  would  get 
from  brushing  two  pieces  of  brass  to- 
gether. don't  buy  it.  But  if  the  blade 
rings  and  sings,  grab  that  knife  and 
cherish  U.  It  will  be  a prize  to  hand 
down  to  your  unfortunate  descend- 
ants. For  at  the  rate  industry  is 
finding  something  just  as  good  as 
steel,  our  grandchildren  may  be  tear- 
ing their  beef  apart  by  hand,  the  way 
savages  do.  To  watch  a young  bride, 
groom  using  his  new  wedding  present 
of  a carving  set  on  a roast  of  beef  is 
pretty  close  to  seeing  a Fiji  Islander 
using  his  human  nails  on  a loin  of 
pork. 

This  decline  In  the  quality  of  knives 
may  be  blamed  on  the  growing  pubhe 
Indifference  to  the  real  quality  In  any- 
thing it  buys  But  U is  more  likely 
the  fault  of  industry.  In  industry,  the 
craftsman  has  had  to  give  way  to  the 
engineer  and  the  chemisL  In  the 
days  when  tiie  public  looked  intently 
and  crlUgaUy  at  everything  It  bought, 
the  craftsman  was  encouraged  to  im- 
prove tlrelesaly  the  qoallty  of  his 
product. 

Then  rsme  our  marvelous  modern 
era  In  which  armies  of  young  engi- 
neers and  chemists  swarmed  Into  the 
factories  and  started  to  explore  the 
possibilities  of  making  things  Just  as 
good.  But  at  far  leas  trouble.  And — 
according  to  the  prophets— at  far  leu 
cost.
